INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
FRIDAY, MAY 7, 1999 - 0530 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

CURRENT SITUATION:

Large fire activity continues in the Eastern, Southern and Southwest
Areas. Minor to moderate initial attack activity was reported elsewhere.
Mobilization by the National Interagency Coordination Center included
radio equipment, aircraft and miscellaneous overhead to the Southern and
Eastern Areas. Six engines were sent to Canada from the Eastern Area.
Canada reported ten new fires, in addition to the large fires already
burning. Very high and extreme fire indices were reported in New Mexico,
Arizona, Texas, Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, Minnesota, Michigan, Maine
and Wisconsin.

SOUTHERN AREA LARGE FIRES:

SHOP RUN, Shenandoah NP. A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Melton) is
assigned. This fire is 20 miles northwest of Charlottesville, VA. The
fire received trace amounts of precipitation, with higher humidities
prevailing. A 22 acre spot fire was contained. Acreage increase is due
to burnout operations. Demobilization has begun.

HICKORY ISLAND, Okefenokee National Wildlife Refuge. This fire is located
near Folkston, GA. The fire received .10-.30 inches of precipitation
yesterday. A few smokes were visible within the interior.

SOUTHWEST AREA LARGE FIRES:

ROBERTS, Cibola NF. This fire continues to burn in the Apache Kid
Wilderness, near Magdalena. Air support was hampered and airtanker
retardant drops were canceled due to high winds. Crews continued to hike
into the fire. The fire remains active along the southwest flank.
Packers continue to provide major support to crews on the line.

OUTLOOK:

Michigan will be mostly cloudy with a chance of showers and thunderstorms.
Minimum humidities will be 40-60 percent. Winds will be from the south at
10-20 MPH. High temperatures will range from 60-70 degrees.

Minnesota will be cloudy with showers and possible thunderstorms. Minimum
humidities will be 65-85 percent. Winds will be northwest to northeast at
10-20 MPH. High temperatures will be In the mid 50°s to mid 60~s.

Wisconsin will be mostly cloudy with showers and thunderstorms. Minimum
humidities will be 60-80 percent. High temperatures will be in the mid
50"s to lower 60"s. Winds will be from the southwest at 15-25 MPH.

New England will be mostly cloudy. Minimum humidities will be 35-60
percent. Winds will be from the southeast at 5-15 MPH. High temperatures
will be in the upper 60"s to 80 degrees.

Virginia will be partly cloudy with scattered showers and thunderstorms.
Winds will be south at 5-15 MPH. Minimum humidities will be 50-65
percent. High temperatures will be in the mid 70"s to mid 80"s.

Florida will be sunny and warm. KBDI indices remain high to extreme for
much of the Everglades region. Minimum humidities will be 45-60 percent.
Winds will be south to southwest at 10-15 MPH. High temperatures will be
in the 80"s to mid 90°s.

New Mexico will sunny. Minimum humidities will be 10-30 percent. Winds
will be northwest at 20 MPH. High temperatures will be in the upper 50°s
to mid 70"s in the north and in the mid 70"s to high 80"s south.

Southern California will be sunny. Minimum humidities will be 15-35

percent. Winds will be northwest at 10-20 MPH. High temperatures will be
in the 60"s to 70"s iIn the mountains and 80°s in the lowland valleys.
